Rome, Dec. 2S.—Southern Italy was 


visited by a serious and fatal earth- 
quake this morning. The center of 
the disturbance was In Sicily and the 
greatest loss of life and property oc- 
curred on this Island. Reports are as 
yet incomplete, but the people every- 
where were thrown into a condition of 
panic. 


At Caltanissetta, a Sicilian town of 


30.000 people, a number of 
houses 


were shaken down and the inhabitants 
lied for safety to the streets. 
Vast 


crowds gathered In the parks, and the 
rhtirches are filled. At Mineo, a small 
town one hundred miles southwest of 
3nt.iinia, several houses collapsed and 
'.he scenes of panic were repeated.

There are some practical phases of 


the good roads question that are sel- 
dom considered. The poor economy 
of bad roads, as a general proposition, 
is 
freely 
admitted. The 
Scientific 


American, however, points out specifi- 
cally some instances wherein bad 
roads are a positive burden upon the 
town 
and 
city 
consumer. 
Every 


pound of farm products brought from 
rural 
sections to thickly-populated 


centers has placed upon it a fictitious 
value, because it costs the farmer 
more to transport-It than it would cost 
him were the roads in passable con- 
dition. The price of the lamb chop 
that the city man eats for breakfast 
is based, not on the real value of the 
lamb, but upon the cost of bringing 
that lamb from the western fields to 
the city man's breakfast table. The 
cost of the breakfast roll would be 
trifling did it not cost the farmer who 
grew the wheat from which the roll 
was made 1.8 cents a bushel more to 
draw that wheat from his farm nine 
miles to a railroad station than it cost 
to carry a bushel of wheat from New 
York to Liverpool, a distance of 3,100 
miles. The cost of a soft-boiled egg, 
which is also closely related to the 
American breakfast, is established by 
the cost of transporting the product 
ol the hen to the hotel, and not. be- 
cause the egg was at all intrinsically- 
worth what was charged for it. 


Washington, Dec. 2S.— A wave of 


prohibition has swept with such rc- 


abic effect over the south, and 


sentiment has so crystallized against 
the saloon and its kindred evils, that 
the dawn of the new year opens upon 
a vast stretch of territory absolutely 
bereft of liquor, while the area where 
anti-prohibitionists 
have triumphed, 


marks the battle ground for impend- 
ing fights for and against the sale of 
intoxicants. 


Significant of the magnitude 
this 


problem has assumed Is the fact that 
in many states prohibition looms up 
as a political issue of chief concern to 
tho voters, obscuring other municipal 
and state questions. Other states have 
disposed of the Issue, temporarily at 
least, by the passage ot statutory laws 
whose efficiency must yet bo tested. 
In still other states the will of tho 
majority expressed 
at local option 


elections has restricted the sale of 
liquor to the larger cities where the 
liquor men generally 
are 
fortified 


against attack from the temperance 
folk. 


Over Half of South "Dry." 


Reports reflecting accurately 
tho 


present stage of the prohibition move- 
ment in the south show that 
more 


than half the south's territory is "dry" 
absolutely, and that in the remaining 
area listed as "wet" tho sale of intox- 
icants Is upon a restricted scale. 
It 


is evident that the cities are the only 
remaining strongholds for the saloons, 
and It Is unlikely that this condition 
will be modified, except through a 
radical change in political thought, 
through failure to enforce the laws 
against the liquor traffic, failure to 
solve the problem growing out of de- 
ficits In county, municipal and stata 
treasuries from a loss of the whisky 
tax, or Inability to cope with the Illicit 
sale of whisky, and, perhaps, other 
obstacles which follow in the wake of 
prohibition. 


Georgia now holds the center of the 


stage and for a 'year has been experi- 
menting on what is strictly a "near 
prohibition" law in that it forbids the 
sale of liquors containing more than 
4 per cent of alcohol. State-wide pro- 
hibtion laws become effective on Jan. 
1 in North Carolina, Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi, in each of which a majority 
of counties had heretofore prohibited

dred counties. 


In Texas, where more than half the 


counties have accepted prohibtion, the 
voters soon will be called upon to vote 
upon a constitutional amendment for 
prohibition. In Arkansas two-thirds of 
its area, or seventy-five counties, are 
"dry" and the question of state-wide 
prohibition will be presented to the 
voters for .lecision. Florida is partly

in its shares Mr. Carnegie says that 
"every corporation could well afford 
to sell shares to its saving workmen, 
giving preference in repayment at 
cost as a first charge in case of dis- 
aster, just as present laws provide 
first for the mechanic's lien and for 
homestead exemption. This is due to 
the workingman who necessarily buys 
the shares without knowledge, and is 
asked to buy them, not solely for his 
own advantage, but for the benefit of 
the company as well—the advantage 
of both." 


Great Advance of Labor. 
i 


The writer points out that "just as 


the mechanical world has changed 
and improved, so the world of labor 
has advanced from the slavery of the 
laborer to the day of his absolute in- 
dependence and now to this -day, when 
he begins to take his proper place as 
the capitalist-partner of his employer. 
We may look forward with hope to 
the day when it shall be the rule for 
the workman to be partner with cap- 
ital, the man of affairs giving his busi-

dipsomania, Inebriety and drug addic- 
tion is suggested and reasons advanced to 
prove Its feasibility by Dr. A. U Wilson 
In a pamphlet recently Issued. The plea 
la supplemented In a paper read before 
the Indiana State Medical association at 
French Lick June 19, 1908, and In sup- 
port of the argument presented Quotes 
from a bill presented by Senator A. J. 
Bowser of Chesterton, to be Introduced 
Into tho next session of the Indiana Btate' 
legislature providing for tho establish- 
ment ot a state Inebriate hospital 


"I presume we all aro ready to admit 
that much of the drunkenness and drug 
addiction is due to heredity and environ- 
ment," writes Dr. Wilson. "This Is no 
doubt true; but we should be careful lest 
our sympathy cause such persona to be- 
come Imbued with the Idea that they, by 
reason of heredity and environment, are 
a class to themselves and not responsible 
for their lack of self-control. 
As 'the 


child Is father to the man' so It seems 
to the writer that if wo wish to influence 
heredity It can best be done upon tho 
generations yet unborn by proper educa- 
tion and control of those now living. As 
to environment, that can be changed, and 
while It may be a difficult thing to do, I 
bnlleve no man should hide behind his en- 
vironment and give that as an excuse for 


fluenco of such persons In the community 
at large. 


•It seems to me that the presence of 


persons who constantly pp.rmlt themnelves 
to be under the Influence of alcoholic 
drinks or narcotic drugs to such an ex- 
tent as to render them unfit to attend to 
business and to become a tiulsanco to 
their families 
and the 
community In 


which they live, cnn not bo otherwise 
than harmful to those about thorn, espe- 
cially the young. The presence of such 
a person In the homo tends to destroy 
the domestlo and social happiness of the 
family, and the financial strain upon 
thosa compelled to contribute toward 
their support Is almost unbearable." 


Quotes Statistics as Proof. 


DP. Wilson then quotes statistics to 


•how that the saloon license fees (county, 
city and town) In Indiana almost equal 
the entire maintenance cost of all the 
state charitable and correctional institu- 
tions, and that a large percentage of the 
Inmates of each of the thirteen charitable 
and correctional Institutions of Indiana 
are where they are as the result, either 
directly or Indirectly of the Intemperate 
use of alcohol and narcotic drugs. 
It 


would seem that the state, for financial 
reasons alone, ought to take steps looking 
toward the restoration of as many of 
these unfortunates as possible, and those 
who will not cease their evil habits 
should have state supervision as to mar- 
riage in order that the propagation of 
such undesirable offspring may be re- 
duced to the minimum. 


It is shown that Massachusetts and 


Iowa are the only states maintaining sep- 
arate hospitals at public expense for the 
treatment of Inebriety, dipsomania am' 
drug addiction, but Maine also provide; 
for treatment, and Connecticut, Delaware

As to the tendency, 
however, there can be no doubt. 


To the writer some victims seen to be 


n this condition from choice; others ap- 
pear to be criminally inclined, and an- 
other class seems to be on the border line 
>f insanity. But whatever the causo may 
36, be declares, tho fact remains that we 
have them with us, and the question is 
what to do with them. Every physician 
who has had any experience In treating 
these cases knows that In most instances 
his best efforts are rendered useless be- 
cause ho can not control his patient. It 
would appear, then, that with absolute 
control, which can be secured only by 
legislative enactment, together with good 
hygienic surroundings, supplemented with 
proper medical treatment for a sufficient 
length ot time, ought to result In a per- 
manent cure for some of those patients 
and a. larger percentage of others would 
remain free from the habit for longer or 
shorter intervals. 


State Guardianship Feasible. 


"State guardianship of these pooplo Is 


much more feasible than municipal or 
county," continues tho writer. "An in- 
stitution such as contemplated in this pa- 
per should bo founded upon broad general 
principles, and to reach all who should 
come tinder its influence it should have 
the moral and financial support ol the 
state. It should be a hospital primarily 
for th© treatment of such cases as should 
properly como under ita benflcent care. 
The management should be free from po- 
litical and mercenary motives. The su- 
perintendent should be a competent med- 
ical man with full control, not only of the 
Inmates but he should have the right to 
select his assistants, including physicians 
and nurses. And he In turn should bo re- 
sponsible to tho board of trustees. 


"Its doors should be open to all who 


need such treatment and have been resi- 
dents of the state long enough to be en- 
titled thereto. Admittance should 
bo 


both voluntary and by legal commitment 
But persons placing themselves volun- 
tarily under such treatment should be 
subject to tho same rules and regulations 
as -those committed by legal process. 


"Every effort should bo made for a suf- 


ficient length of time, by kind treatment, 
pleasant surroundings, work for thoso 
able to labor zs a. means of recreation 
and to keep tho mind employed: good 
nourishing diet and proper medical treat- 
ment to restore these victims to their 
normal condition. However. It should not 
be made a permanent homo for any one. 
but rather a sifting out place, where. In 
the discretion 
of tho 
superintendent, 


after sufficient timo has elapsed, they 
may be discharged on parole subject to 
return for violation of the same: or. If 
tho superintendent Is convinced that a 
cure is Impossible such vatlcnts should 
be placed In a separate institution suffi- 
ciently removed from tho former that no 
contaminating Influence may bo had upon 
those for whom there Is still hops of a 
cure. 


"This annex or auxiliary Institution 


should exercise custodial care rather than 
hospital treatment, and should bo made a 
permanent home for incurable cases, as 
the- state can exercls* better control over 
them than can b« had otherwise and so- I 
clety thus saved from the baneful ia-I

demeanor of which the said person lias 
been convicted, the said judge may make 
affidavit setting out such fncts and belief

thereon, which hearing shall be before 
another Judge -than the one making such 
application, and In no such cnse shall 
such hearing bo dispensed with or waiv- 
ed.

Rockefeller says of himself: "Criti- 
cism that is deliberate, sober and fair 
is always valuable and it should be 
welcomed by all who desire progress. 
I have had at least my full share of 
adverse criticism, but I can truly say 
that it. has not embittered me. nor left 
me with any harsh feeling against a 
living soul. Nor do I wish to be criti- 
cal of those whose conscientious judg- 
ment, frankly expressed, differs from ! 
my own. No matter how noisy the 
pessimists may be. we know that the 
world is getting better steadily and 
rapidly, and that it. is a good thing to 
remember in our moments of. depres- 
sion or humiliations."

able extent the protection which they 
now enjoy against competition with 
American exports. So far as known 
here, this is not. yet true of Germany, 
and with this element of good faith 
in his overtures, the German ambas- 
sador is likely to meet with a cor- 
dial reception at the state depart- 
ment.
